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Thanks, I'll add it to my calendar at home. Do you think it would be beneficial if a separate map was
available for planning purposes that simply showed all the actual public supply wells, the official NYSDHEC
permit 1D number, screen interval, current water district owner, and the “local” name given to the well? Some
of the districts have also been sold, so new names are needed. T know the Bethpage Water District has been
building a new public supply well somewhere in Bethpage Park, but that is not carvently m our actual
database. Also, the different consultants use different “names” for the wells, and USGS basically only knows
them as the NYS ID number. It might also be a consideration to include a key or note as to whether there is a
treatment system on the well, in process of design/construction, or currently none planned. This may be
something Steve Scharf could suggest from Navy as they most likely are the ones who know already. Will
talk next week.
